ITS MANAGEMENT AND COST 


In the year 1906 Edmonton's fire} neer $110, district chiefs $120, chief 


Gepartment was placed on a pald basis, 


@nd becamo a part of the regular 
municipal service, Previous to that 
time the department was worked on 
the volunteer system. 

To show the need for a well-organ- 


ized fire department in the city, and 
as justification for its existence the 
following figures will serve, as they 


cover a period when the city display- 
ed unusual activity in all respects, and 
the population was at its height, so far 
as yet has been achieved. From 1912 
to 1917, inclusive, the operation of the 
department, apart from capital ex-) 
penditure, cost the city $716,211.10.) 
During that period fires occurred in 
bulldings on w h the total Insurance 
amounted to 610,727, while the 
loss on which the insurance companies 
had to make good totalled $999,662.33, 

These figures do iliustrate to a de- 
gree the importance to the community, | 
and to the insurance companies in| 
particular, of the maintenance of an 
efficient fire department. 

Without boasting, the figures would 
also seem to show that the Edmonton 
fire department has proved effective 
in dealing with the work for which it 
was established. During the period 
quoted the department answered 3480 
calls, Up to 1912 the greatest num- 
ber of calls received during one year 
reached to something over 200, but! 
eince that year the average has been | 
about 600. 

The Edmonton fire department has

In giving some outline of the work 
and administration of the department, 
it can be said that just now it ts hav- 
ing a pretty busy time. Apart from 
the usual percentage of fires from 
varied causes, grass and bush fires 
have been more than ever abundant} 
this spring For the month of April 
the department answered 52 calls, and 
the total since the beginning of the

In addition there is a 
hall at Clark and Kinestino, closed in 
1915, one at Bonnie Doon which ‘has 
never yet been opened, although the 
building ts ready, while there is an-) 
other hall at Delton which was only 
opened for about three monihs in 1916 
during the wet season It was found 
that the motor apparatus from other} 
halis could not operate successfully in 
the district owing to the sticky char-! 
acter of the roads, The majority of 
the halls are equipped with motor ap-| 
paratus, chemical and water, but in 
the outlying halls and also at the! 
South Side hall, where the machines 
may have to go on the dirt roads, 
there are horses kept in reserve ready 
to draw the machines. Descriptions 
of the apparatus and also liste of the 
men at the halls are given later on 
in this article. 

The organization of the department} 
consists of a chief, who ts responsible 
to the commisioners and council; then 
under him are two district chiefs, | 
whose business it Is to assist in super-| 
vision, and to be ready at any time 
when called upon to take the place of 
the chief, whether at a fire or any 
other matter connected with the de-, 
partment. Afterwards come the cap- 
tains, one at each fire hall, and they 
are absolutely responsible for the dis- 
cipline of the men and the general! 
working of the hall. Even when a) 
district chief 1s stationed at a hall, he 
does not interfere with the authority 
of the captain in the general working | 
arrangements and questions of dls- 
cipline. Of course, the chief has the 
e@upreme authority In such matters, 
Under the captains are the lieutenants, 
then chauffeurs and firemen. In re- 
spect to chauffeurs and firemen, the 
men take rank according to seniority 
of service.

Plenty of Work to Do 


There is considerable work to do In| 
the halls, and it is quite 2 o'clock be- 
fore the men are all through.

After that time 
most of the men have got through 
whatever work was allotted them, and 
are comparatively free, but they must 
not go away from the sound of the 
alarm bell, From 8 a.m. to 8 p.m, no 
man must He down on his bed or go 
to sleep elsewhere, unless he has been 
on duty the previous night. .At 8! 
o'clock any man Is free to go to bed 
if he wants to. Some of the men do 
some carpentry work for themselves 
or for other of the men, There are 
billlard tables {n most of the halls, 
bought by the men, and in two or 
three they have pianos, also bought by 
the men themseWes, but no special fa- 
eilities have been provided for physi- 
cal exercise, apart from some of the 
stunts that the men do by rigging up 
a trapeze themselves. Also no swim- 
ming bath 1s available. In the sum- 
mer the men have ladder and pump 
practice, and this is usually done in} 
the early morning, At the present 
time it {s going on under the super- 
viston of District Chief Murray. 

The men are practically on duty all 
the time, as they musi not go away 
from being within sound of the bell, 
and they sleep in the halls, At one 
time the department was mainly 
composd of young unmarried men but 
now the majority are married men. 
These men, as a rule, go home for 
their meals, which fs the only time 
they have away from the halls. Bach 
man ts given one day off in six, that 
's, one day of 24 hours, and at each 
hall it {s so arranged that the men can 
have this tfme off in proper rotation. 

The sleeping accommodation at the 
halls consists of bedrooms, generally 
used by the senior members, and dor- 
m'tories accommodating about 12 
beds. The sleeping quarters are kept 
in fipst-class order by the men. 

It “has been stated that the men 
have to provide the bedclothes and the 
washing, but they are vrovided by the 
city with uniforms, also with rubber! 
boots, coats and hats; also winter pea-

Alarm System 


In describing the system of dealing 
with alarms, it may be said that they)

hall is on duty at the fire. The hall 
warned to attend the fire has to re- 
port what apparatus is sent out, and 
this information is also transmitted to 
the other halls. If the fire gains and 
more help is necessary, the second 
alarm is usually put in from the fire 
by the chief. It may be responded to 


by one or two halls, and ff this is 
done, the other halls proceed to 
“cover up.’ To illustrate what this} 


covering up means, it may be suppos- 
ed that halls 1 and 2 are at a fire and 
more help is required. With the sec- 
ond alarm, halls 4 and 5 answer. Fol- 
lowing this, men and apparatus from 
hell 6 come in to hal} 2, and stay 
there ready to answer any calls; hall 8 
comes in to hall 4 and hall 7 to hall 6. 
This system means that fire protec- | 
tion js never withdrawn from the cen- 
tral locations, from whence it can 
rad‘ate al] over the city. 

With so much wooden structure in 
the city the work of the fire depart- 
ment has to be done quickly or not at 
all, and {t does not take much consid-

Work Accomplished 


A few figures w!!] show the amount 
of work that © got through by the de- 
partment in the courge of a year. In

Sizes Best Suited For Various Trees—Expert Gives Some Advice on 
Best Methods to Plant and Best Sizes to Use in 
Various Varieties,

of the city’s lawns and gardens, the 
question which is uppermost in many 
people's mind is what trees to plant 
and how to go about it. Not very far 
from the city limits there are plenty 
wooded lots whose owners would 
glad, if requested, to allow the citizens 
to wet the small trees they may need 
on Arbor Day, This is 
the case on the motor road to Stony 
Plain, where there are quantities of 
young spruce, poplar and willow, 

The following advice has been fur- 
nished by an expert in the city: 

The secret of success in tree plant- 
ing depends greatly on the me 
of the soll and ,on the way that the 
roots have beet treated, When dig- 
ging the young trees great care must 
be taken to dig deep enough not to 
hurt the roots, and far enough from 
the base of the little tree to allow some 
of the earth to adhere to the roots in 
transportation. The digging should 
start at about a foot from the tree,

The work of testing the value of 
the milk product of cows has been 


Eastern Canada under the supervision 
of the Dominion department of agri- 
culture. Only recently 
been extended to the West. The idea 
is to test out in a practical and effec- 
tive way the productive value of milk- 
ing cows so that a profitable selection 
can be made from time to time, That 
is when the farmer finds it desirable 
to dispose of a cow of the milking 
class he will know the respective pro- 
ductive value of the one he is selling 
and the one or more he is keeping. 
The value of the milking cow is not 
in the total flow of milk but in the 
amount of butter fat the milk con- 
tains, 


Largest Flow Not Always Best. 


A large flow of milk may have less 
actual value than a much smaller flow, 
The test provides the information by 
which the cow giving the largest flow 
of milk with the highest percentage of 
butter fat can be kept, while the less

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NURSE SHORTAGE 
IS DISCUSSED 
BY THE NURSES 


Women Capable of Work Are Ur- 
gently Requested to Take 
Qualifying Course 


For three days a counc!! meeting of 
the Alberta Assoctation of Graduate 
Nurses has been held in the city, to 
discuss many important items in con- 
nection with the nurses and their 
profession, The members in session 
are: Miss Winslow, superintendent of 
Medicine Hat hospital, president of 
the council; Miss Ndy, superintendent 
of the Calgary General hospital, Miss 
Rutherford, of Calgary; Miss C. M. 
Campbell, superintendent of the Royal 
Alexandra hospital, Edmonton; Miss 
McMillan, assistant superintendent; 
Miss Manson, of the Military hospital; 
and Mrs, R. W. Armstrong, registrar 
and secretary-treasurer. All these 
members are registered nurses who 
have met with the representatives of 
the Alberta Medical Association, the 
idmonton Medical Association and 
Dean W. A. R. Kerr, representing the 
University Senate. 

The object in meeting was threefold: 
first the discussion of the preliminary 
education of nurses entering training 
schools; second, what the medical men 
considered a nurse should take as 
training in order that there be a uni- 
formity of teaching in all training 
schools in the province, and third, a 
plan for provincia) examinations, to be 
placed before the minister of educa- 
tion under whose department the ex- 
‘aminationg belong. 

Two representatives who could not 
attend and who sent regrets by letter 
were Sister Duckett of Holy Cross 
hospital, Calgary, and Sister Lafferty 
o fthe General hospital, city. Sister 
Marie de la Presentation, of the Gen- 
eral, and Sister St. Paul, of the Miserl- 
cordia, were both in attendance, The 
delegates from the south of the prov- 
ince have been guests of The Mac- 
donald since Monday and left Wednes- 
day night at the conclusion of the 
session, 

One important fact brought out by 
the meeting was the shortage of nurses 
and this was discussed from every 
angle. The meeting earnestly urges 
capable women to take up the pro- 
fession of nursing, especially those 
who wish to go overseas. Instead of 
going overseas at once it would be 
much more expedient for women to 
take a course in nursing and thus 
release the qualified nurses at the end 
of their course to go overseas, for as 
conditions are now the qualified nurses 
cannot be spared from the hospitals to 
do active service as there is no one to 
step in and take their places.

Several times in succession Sir Sam 
was called to order and finally was 
threatened with “Naming” if he did 
not obey the ruling of the chair, 

The tguble arose over a motion 


|; Which stands on the order paper pro- 


viding that the House shall not sit to- 
morrow, Ascension Day. When the 
motion was reported Sir Robert Bor- 
den intimated that it was his intention 
to bring the matter up later after he 
had an opportunity of discussing it 
with the leader of the opposition, 
There were two alternatives, he said, 
either parliament must prorogue not 
Jater than Saturday the 18th or there 
must be an adjournment till August 
1, There was no desire to curtail dis- 
cussion but unless prorogation could 
take place by the 18th it would be ne- 
cessary for members to come back. 
Imperial War Conference, 

Referring to reports whieh had ap- 
peared in the press Sir Sam asked if 
it was the intention of the prime min- 
ister to proceed overseas with other 
members of the cabinet. Sir Rober 
replied that it was intended to attend 
an Imperial war conference, and he 
believed that ministers from other 
parts of the Empire had already 
stared 

Sir Sam was proceeding with further

chequer's statement is incorrect. He 
declared: 

“lL was at Versailles when the qued? 
tion was decided by the council to 
which it had been referred,” 

Gen, Maurice then traverses Premier 
Lloyd George's assertion on April 9, 
that the British army in France was 
considerably stronger on January 1, 
1918, than it was on January 1, 1917,/ 
adding: 

“That statement implies that Haig's, 
fighting strength on the eve of the 
battle beginning March & had not} 
been diminished. That is not correct,’ 

Gen, Maurice also denies the truth 
of Premier Lioyd George's aseertion 
that there was only one white division 
in Mesopotamia and only three white 
divisions in Egypt and Palestine. 

The former director of military op- 
erations concludes: 

“Now, Sir, this letter is not the re- 
sult of a military conspiracy, It has 
heen seen by no soldier, I am by de- 
scent and conviction as sincere a de- 
mocrat as the prime minister, and the 
last thing I desire is to see the gov- 
ernment of our country in the hands 
of soldiers. My reason for taking the 
very grave step of writing this letter 
are that the statements quoted above 
are known to a large number of sol-
